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This is in response to the renewed petition to revive an 
unintentionally abandoned application under 37 CFR 1.137(b), 
filed December 20, 2010. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) is DISMISSED . 

Any request for reconsideration of this decision must be 
submitted within TWO (2) MONTHS from the mail date of this 
decision. Extensions of time under 37 CFR 1.136(a) are 
permitted. The reconsideration request should include a cover 
letter entitled "Renewed Petition Under 37 CFR 1.137(b)." This 
is not a final agency decision within the meaning of 5 USC 704. 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to 
timely file a proper response to the final Office action, mailed 
July 5, 2007, which set a shortened statutory period for reply of 
three months. No reply having been received, the application 
became abandoned on October 6, 2007. The Office mailed a Notice 
of Abandonment on February 5, 2008. Applicants filed a petition 
to revive under 37 CFR 1.137(b) on April 19, 2010. However, the 
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petition was dismissed in a decision mailed on June 21, 2010. 
The decision pointed out that the application had been abandoned 
for an extended period of time, and requested applicants to 
account for the delay. 

On renewed petition, petitioner has explained that applicants 
made "the difficult choice... to not respond to the July 5, 2007 
Final Office Action because the company was in financial trouble 
and thus could not justify the expense of prosecuting the above- 
identified patent in view of the company's diminished funds." 

Unfortunately, such a statement indicates that applicants 
intentionally abandoned the application. Accordingly, the 
above-identified application can not be revived pursuant to 
37 CFR 1. 137 (b) .
